Clean-up Begins At Last 


Town May Buy 
More Powerful 
Fire Siren 

Following complaints that the 
fire siren can not usually be heard 
in certain outlying parts of town, 
Vuloan town council at its last 
meeting decided to either purchase 
a more powerful siren or erect a 
second siren in the west section of 
town. 

A sidewalk from the library to 
the A. W. MacDonald corner will 
be added to the sidewalk building 
program planned for this summer. 

The 1966 assessment was adopt¬ 
ed for the year 1967. 

Minor troubles causing low 
water pressure at certain times of 
the day during the past week have 
been corrected. 


Long an eyesore at the highway 
entrance to Vulcan, some at least of the 
abandoned buildings shown above will 
soon be moved, torn down or burned. 

The buildings shown in the top picture 
(the photo was taken from the south 
side) are known as the Hoffman and 
Peterson properties and front the south 
side of the entrance road from the high¬ 
way. The Hoffman house and outbuild-. 
ings have been unoccupied for years; the 
Peterson buildings have been vacant for 
the past year. All are in dilapidated con¬ 
dition but' up until now the town has 
been unable to take any action, despite 
the urging of the Chamber of Commerce, 
because the properties were privately 
owned. 

One of the properties has now revert¬ 
ed to the town for taxes; the other lot 
has been purchased for $100. The build¬ 
ings can be acquired by anyone at no 
cost, the one provision being that they 
must be hauled away or torn down. If no 
takers are found for this offer, they will 
likely be burned and this particular cor¬ 
ner at least will be cleaned up. 

The lower picture shows the abandon¬ 
ed house which, with an old barn, stands 
on the balance of the pie-shaped piece of 
land south of the highway entrance road. 
These buildings sit further back from the 
road but are also in dilapidated condition 
and an eyesore from any viewpoint. This 
picture was taken from the west side of 


the old house and shows the highway 
entrance sign in the background. 

This property is owned by E. C. Lons¬ 
dale of Lethbridge, proprietor of Smith 
Motors in that city. Mr. Lonsdale acquir¬ 
ed the property with the intention of con¬ 
structing a service station, restaurant 
and possibly a motel, but the provincial 
department of highways refused permis¬ 
sion to construct an access road from the 
highway, so the development never took 
place. 

The property would make an ideal site 
for the Little Bow Museum and at an in¬ 
terview in Vulcan Tuesday night of this 
week Mr. Lonsdale said he would con¬ 
sider selling the land if it was to be used 
for this purpose. The price, not yet set, 
would be considerably less than if the 
property was to be used for a commer¬ 
cial purpose. 

Tentative plans for the museum in¬ 
clude the formation of a museum society, 
the acquiring of land near the highway 
and the construction of two new quonset- 
type buildings to house the exhibits. 
Methods of financing the land acquisition 
and the cost of the proposed buildings 
are still in the planning stage. 

As m at t e r s now stand, if the Lons¬ 
dale property is acquired by the town or 
the yet-to-be-formed museum society, the 
buildings now standing on it will be de¬ 
molished. If the land does not change 
hands, it is unlikely that anything can be 
done about the eyesores in the picture.

obtained only if there are rains 
at intervals during the egg-laying 
period in August and September. 

When summerfallow fields are 
well worked during the early sum¬ 
mer and the weeds are destroyed 
as late in July as possible, subse¬ 
quent weed growth normally will 
not be sufficient to require tillage 
during the period August 1-Sep¬ 
tember 15. When the pale western 
is the chief cutworm species, the 
surface crust should not be dis¬ 
turbed by tillage, even if weed 
growth does develop. 

The present forecast is pre¬ 
liminary. It is made to enable 
farmers in the areas of greatest 
risk to plan their summerfallow 
operations for the remainder of 
the season so that cutworm infest¬ 
ations may be prevented. A final 


forecast will be made later, if 
necessary, after surveys have de¬ 
termined where the cutworm moths 
are most abundant and when the 
areas of serious risk can be more 
definitely defined. 

The final forecast will include 
more detailed information on the 
spring control measures that may¬ 
be used. 

PRUNING MANUAL 

Even if it is in the middl- of 
the summer, I couldn’t resist men¬ 
tioning a new publication on Prun¬ 
ing. This is the most comprehen¬ 
sive booklet I have ever seen on 
the subject. Really, it isn't the 
wrong time of the year to be 
thinking about pruning as lilacs 
and may other spring flowering 
shrubs can be pruned now. We 
have copies of this pamphlet avail¬ 
able now. 


PALE WESTERN CUTWORM 
FORECAST FOR 1967 

For the first time in almost a I 
decade, the pale western cutworm 
caused no reported damage during 
the 1966 season. The adverse 
weather during the egg-laying 
period last fall and the generally 
good crop growing conditions this 
year are mainly responsible for 
this light outbreak. 

A cutworm forecast for 1967, 
prepared by L. A. Jacobson and'H. 
McDonald, of the Canada Agricul¬ 
ture Research Stations at Leth¬ 
bridge and Saskatoon, respectively 
indicates that only light infesta¬ 
tions of the pale western cutworm 
are likely to occur. Isolated fields 
in east-central and southeastern 
Alberta and in adjacent areas in 
Saskatchewan may incur some 
losses, particularly if the early 
1967 season is warm and dry. In¬ 
festations of the red-backed cut¬ 
worm are expected to be light and 
spotty in both provinces. This fore¬ 
cast is based on surveys of cut¬ 
worms, reports of damage, and 
rainfall recorded in May and June. 

The following methods of pre¬ 
vention should be adopted in 1966 
to reduce increases in population 
and minimize infestations for 1967. 

Summerfallowing for pale west¬ 
ern cutworm prevention.— Pale 
western cutworm infestations in 
next spring's summerfallow crop 
can be prevented by keeping the 
fields being fallowed unsuitable for 
egg-laying this fall. To accomplish 
this, all weed growth should be 
destroyed late in July and the 
f i eT d s then left undisturbed 
through-out August and the first 
half of September, when the moths 
are laying eggs. Rains occurring 
after the late tillage will form a 
crust on the soil surface. Moths 
will not lay thtir eggs in fields 
that are crusted. Disturbance of 
the crust by allowing livestock to 
pasture or run on the field may be 
as serious as if the field had been 
worked. 

On the medium soils the crust 
formed by rain will remain un¬ 
broken for long periods unless dis¬ 
turbed by livestock or implements. 
On some of the heavy soils, how¬ 
ever, the crust may break down 
after a period of dry weather. 
Where these soils occur, complete
